In looking at a painting, 
«ranting that consummate skill 
and craftamanship have been 
arrived at, how many of us will 
iver notice, or for that matter 
enre about, that © something 
more we call feelings? Generally, 
a picture {a criticiaed for in- 
accurate drawing or lack of 
aki. But, when a ‘sensible 
artist can paint with- accuracy 
if he so desires, he will caro 
less for drawing (since it will 
take care of itself). but will 
concentrate to express feeling 
in his work by direct’ contact 
Letween his soul and that of 
the subject. The registration 
of accuracy is at best only 
mechanical (notice, for in- 
stance, the accurate fitting of 
.4 machine), while the reallsa- 
sion of the artlat’s spirit, if 
successful, will make a work of 
art lively and’ everlasting. 
Such realisation calls on the 
part of the artist for keen fool- 
ing and Interest for the sub- 
Ject on the one hand and for 
spontaneity of execution on the 
other. 

Fecling for the subject pre- 
supposes knowledge; that is to 
say, the artist painting it must 
not merely know or begin to 
know it by the moment he 
paints it, but has to live in, ac- 
qualnt- with -and-indeed -become 
part of it. He has to. watch 
for the most interesting and 
striking effects all the time in 
order to bring out tho beauty 
aut spirit of the subject to the 
ull, '

At a recent symposium at 
Yerkes Observatory of the 
University of Chicago, several 
of the nation’s top astronomers 
disclosed they were planning 
another serious “look-sce’s at 
Mars next February. ; 

New techniques of exploring 
the surfaces of the carth’s 


neighbours haye been develop-]. 


ed, and Prof.’ G, P. Kulper, 
one of America’s top astronom- 
tras, told the symposium that 
next February it may be por- 
sible to determine the composi- 
tion of the polar cap on Mars 
—whether it is water dropleta 
and snow, or solid ice, 

He said it may even be? pos- 
sible to identify the substance 
of the green arena on Mars, 
sometimes held to be vegeta- 
tion. Some scientists . say 
where there {a vegetation, or 
plant life, it is reasonable to 
assume there Is animal life, 

Another astronomer, Prof. 
James Franck of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, commented on 
the significance of settling the 
question os to whether or not 
the green arena on Mars resem- 
blo terrestrial vegetation.

The absence of 
oxygen in Venua definitely 
proves that’ vegetation on a 
large scale does not exist there 
as does the enormous .abun- 
dance of carbon dioxide ang the 
absence of water. 

Some astronomers have anid 
that Venus, however, may have 
hud fe many millions of years 
ago, and that it waa snuffed 
out when the oxygen disappcar- 
ed. Some of the less conserva: 
tive any that such a fate might 
even happen’ to Earth in the 
millions uf years to come. 

The huge, 200-inch = mirror 
telescope at” Palomar, Calif, 
may be In operation by next 
February 17. If so, the 
astronomers surely won't miss 
taking a new exploration of 
Mara. 

With this new instrument, 
many other mysteries ‘of the 
universe may be acttled. One, 
for instance, is whether space 
goes on indefinitely, o¢ whether 


it has an ending. The theory |' 


that space bends also may be 
checked.—United Press. 


Hearing Aid Better 
Than Real Thing 


A new hearing ald—one that 
can amplify sound 20,000 times 
and atill be curried in a seven- 
ounce packet hidden in ‘the 
clothing—has been developed. 

This new device, announced 
by the Sonotone Corporation 
is so delicate that it can pick up 
sounds that cven the natural 
ear can not ‘hear. Further- 
more, the car plece is now be- 
ing made in transparent plas- 
tic—so thin and so transparent 
that it is virtually invisible, 

The new aid, according to 
Irving I. Schachtel, president 
of. the company, should do 
much toward “breaking down 
reluctance-of~ he-public toward 
wearing hearing alds.” 

He -salg there aro today 
5,000,000 Americans who need 
hearing alds but that only 600,- 
000 are wearing them, 

“This is due to reluctance to 
admit ‘impaireg hearing, al- 


though faulty vision is quickly| ‘7; 


admitted and corrected by 
glasses,” he said. 

The microphone, radio tubes 
und batteries of the new de- 
vice are contained in a single 
packet, about the size of o large 
cigaret case. Heretofore, the

Modern science and. technique 
have been constantly improying 
hearing alds for the deaf during 
the last few years, The tendency

very good answer-to tha pro- 
blem.: ; :

The RAF built a tong, wide run- 
way In Suffolk County, England—one 
of the closest points to the German- 
lominated continent, They built it an 
the theory that many planes return- 
ing from raids could be saved by 
emergency landings ot a point near 
the English Channel, 


Their theory proved correct. More 
than 1,000 RAF and &th Air Force 
planerond their valuable crews— 
were saved by the huge landing 
strip during the war, 


Niue another prpbtem beret the 
‘RAF—the ground-hugging English 
fogs which roll in-off the North Sea 
shortly before dawn, ‘The ‘nights 
over England anyally are crystal- 
clear in. the winter-time,sbut the ap-

Dread Fog. 


Bombers which got back from con-
